W A S H IN G T O N , July 15.— The administration won its 
battle in congress today when the senate, responding i< 
President Harding’s recent request recommitted the sol­ 
diers’ bonus bill indefinitely to the finance committee. 
The vote for recommittal was 47 to ‘29, and w a s inter­ 
preted by Democrats to mean “‘the d eath’’ of the bill but by 
Republican leaders to mean postponement for only a few 
months with no substantial loss to war veteran beneficiaries. 
Both parties divided on the roll call, nine Republicans 
voting against, while eight Democrats joined the bulk ol 
Republicans for recommittal. 
Republican losses on the 
vote were offset exactly by Democrat accessions, as two 
more Republicans were paired against recommittal and 
three more Democrats for the motion.
